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SchoolBoard Loses 
Claim Against City 


A Circuit Court Judge ruled 
as invalid, in Elba last week, a 
contract requiring the City of 
Elba to retire a $96,000 indebt- 
edness of the Coffee County 
Board of Education. 

Judge T. W. Thagard held 
that the contract in effect vio. 
lated the city’s constitutional 
debt limit and cited as grounds 
an Alabama Supreme Court 
ruling involving the City of 
Georgiana. 

The Coffee County Board of 
Education brought a suit a- 
gainst the City of Elba three 
years ago in which it asked the 
court to require the city to ful- 
fill its alleged obligation to the 
board. 

-A contract was entered into 
by the city and the board in 
1947 for the issuance of $96,- 
000 in board of education war- 
rants for construction of a 
gymnasium and lunchroom in 
Elba. 

$500 Monthly 

Under terms of the contract, 
the city was to pay the coun- 
ty board $500 monthly for 16 
years to retire the indebted- 
ness. The city paid more than 
$30,000 on the indebtedness 
prior to 1953 and then stovped 
its payments. 

In arguing the school board’s 
case, Atty. Joe Casaday charg- 
ed the city levied a two-cents 
per gallon gasoline tax for. the 
specific purpose of repaying 
the county board and is still 
collecting the tax although no 
payments have been made in 
eight years. 

He charged that the city is 
liable to the board of educa- 
tion for benefits which it re- 
ceived-in-the form of new 
school buildings and that the 
constitutional debt limit did 
not apply in this case. 

If it did apply, he contend- 
ed, the $6,000 annual obligation 
was not in excess of the debt 
limit. 

Exceeds Debt Limit 

Judge Thagard held that the 
total amount of an installment 
obligation must be considered 


as the actual indebtedness 
Which did exceed the city’s 
debt limit. 


Defense Atty. Lewey Steph- 
ens based the city’s case solely 
on the contention that the 
contract obligated the city in 
excess of the constitutional 
debt limit and therefore, was 
invalid from the beginning. 

At the time the contract was 
entered into the school plant 
constructed. which cost more 
than $200,000, the school itself 
was under the county system 
but since has been transferred 
to city jurisdiction. 

In denying the school board’s 
petition, Judge Thagard com- 
mented that he was “in sym- 
pathy” with the board‘s posit- 
ion but found no relief for it 
in the law. 

The county board of educa- 
tion is expected to appeal the 
ruling to the Alabama Supreme 
Court. 

Judge Thagard of Green- 
ville, presiding judge of the sv. 
cond circuit, ruled in the case 
in place of Judge Eris ¥. Paul 
who disqualified himself be- 
cause he was circuit solicitor 
here in 1947 and gave legal ad 
vice to the county board. 

The Georgiana case which 
Judge Thagard cited involved 
the issuance of municipa? 
bonds for the construction of 
a hospital to be owned and o- 
perated by the city. In an ad- 
visory opinion, the Supreme 
Court held that if bonds were 
issued, they would be invalid 
as the amount exceeded the 
constitutional debt limit.

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or June and are disappointed 
because the bluegills quit grow 
ing after the second year. Now 
it has been proven that even 
April fertilization is too late to 
obtain satisfactory —_ bluegill 
growth, 

Bluegills begin to spawn when 
Water temperature approaches 
80 degrees F., (usually May or 
June), Within two or three 
weeks after the eggs hatch, the 
thousands of little bluegills are 
eating all the spare food, Their 
parents cannot then get food 
enough to grow even with full- 
water fertility. Yet they con- 
tinue to,spawn all summer and 
until the first chilly nights in 
the fall, usually October, 

When bluegills stop spawn- 
ing in the fall, the bass con- 
tinue to eat hundreds of blue- 
gills, the adult bluegills begin 
to grow, slowly at first, then 
more rapidly. Growth is slow 
again during the colder days 
of winter, as fish feed very lit- 
tle in cold temperatures. 

Then when the water begins 
to warm a little, bluegilis are 
ready to grow larger; but only 
if the water is fertile enough 
to grow a lot of microscopic 
green algae to feed fore pounds 
of worms. A farmer who waits 
until late spring to renew his 
pond’s fertility cannot expect 
big bluegills. The season when 
they grow most rapidly is only 
100 to 120 days, usually Febru- 
ary to June. 

“To get the first 3 to 5 ap- 
plications in quickly, fertilize 
every week or 10 days as you 
begin the year’s program of 
water culture” as the SCS in- 
structs. “Fertilize until a white 
object cannot be seen 12 to 14 
inches deep.” 

Whenever possible, overflow 
pipes should be constructed so 
that run-off water is removed 
from the bottom rather than 
the well fertilized water at the 
top. Such a device will save 
farmers a great deal of ferti- 
lizer, especially during the 
farmer months when the wa- 
ter becomes stratified and the 
fertilizer will be found within 
the first 5 feet of water A sim- 
ple device is a sleeve-like ar- 
rangement with a larger piper 
such as a 12 inch diameter 
pipe placed over a 6 inch dia- 
meter pipe extending at least 
8 feet below the surface of the 
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water and several inches above 
the drain pipe, SCS personnel 
will be able to suggest the best 
design for installing such a de- 
vice, 


Soil Conservation Service 
personnel assisting Alabama 
Soil Conservation Districts 


summarize at the end of each 
year the conservation work 
that over 57,000 farmers coop- 
erating with the districts in- 
tend to do during the follow- 
ing year. 

Service personnel make an 
effort to visit each district co- 
operator on his farm each year 
and discuss with him his con- 
servation farm plan. 

Records are kept of the 
practices each cooperator in- 
tends to apply during the year 
ahead and technical assistance 
if needed, from the — service 
personnel, is scheduled. 

The summary of the work 
these Alabama farmers hope 
to do in 1961 shows their keen 
interest in conservation work. 

They have set ambitious ob- 
jectives for 1961 which include 
the following: 3,400 miles of 
terraces; 3,200 acres of vege- 
tated waterways; 34,000 acres 
of land smoothing in prepara- 
tion for building new terraces 
or planting pasture; planting 
49,000 acres to trees; improving 
161,000 acres of existing wood- 
land; planting 900 acres for 
production of food for wild- 
life; planting 600 miles of field 
borders; establishing good 
cropping systems on 58,000 ac- 
res; 515 miles of drainage dit- 
ches; 2,100 farm ponds, and 
many other practices. 

To accompiisn this large a- 
mount of conservation work in 
one year requires a big invest. 
ment and hard work by the 
farmers. 

It also requires good planning 
for effective use of time by a- 
gencies providing technical as. 
sistance to the farmers, and 
wise use of funds for cost- 
sharing available through the 
Agricultural Conservation pro- 
gram. 

With farmers and all govern_ 
ment agencies working togeth. 
er the big objective in conser- 
vation work for 1961 can be ac. 
com»lished. 

Coffee county will rate above 
county average on most of the 
above practices. 

Terracing and land smooth- 
ing would almost double the 
county averages for the state 
as a whole. 

This is an indication of the 


interest taken by landowners 
regarding conservation  prac- 
tices, 


State Conservationist O. C. 
Medlock of Auburn, Knox 
Campbell, acting Area Conser- 
vationist, and T. C. Self, re- 
cently visited the western part 
of Coffee county observing soil 
and water conservation prac- 
tices. 

Ball and crimson clover 
plantings were observed on the 
Fountain Lee farm, This was 
the second year of growth from 
reseeding, Both crops were 
making good growth, 

On the W. H. Taylor farm 
mike clover was reseeded for 
the past three years and shows 
promise of becoming a crop 
suitable for some of the better 
land. Medlock stated that this 
was some of the best growth 
on clover he had observed for 
this time of year. On another 
pasture on the Taylor farm, 
cattle were observed grazing 
fescue and white clover. There 
was an abundance of grazing 
on this area. 


In the Curtis community ter- 
racing and waterways were ob_ 
served on the Buck Campbell 
farm; farm pond construction 
on John B. Johnson farm and 
a drainage ditch on the M, J. 
Lee farm,

In Observance Of 
Library Week Theme

April 16-22 marks the dates 
of this year’s National Library 
Week, This event was estab 
lished four years ago and the 
growing importance is being 
attached to it as people become 
more aware of the need for 
good libraries, 


The theme for this week “For 
A Richer, Fuller Life, Read,” 
suggests the importance of 
reading in the education of our 
youth and citizens. Adequate 
libraries aids the learning pro- 
cess at all age levels. Quality 
education demands good school 
libraries and library programs. 


In order to aid in the estab- 
lishment of good school librar- 
jes Standards For School Lib- 
rary Programs have been re- 
cently published by some mem- 
bers of the American Library 
Association. These standards 
serve as measuring sticks and 
goals toward which we can 
work in the improvement of 
our school libraries. 


The first chapter of these 
Standards states the following 
facts: 


“Of importance of all citi- 
zens, that our schools have the 
resources needed for teaching 
and learning. 

The extent to which many 
young people of today will be 
creative, informed, knowledge- 
able, and within their own 
years wise, will be shaped by 
the boundaries of the content 
of the library resources avail- 
able within their schools. 

That all schools have func- 
tional programs of library ser- 
vices — merely stocking schools 
with materials is not enough. 
There must also be arrange- 
ments that make those mater- 
ials easily accessible to stu- 
dents and teachers and_ that 
assure their optimum use, 

That we work toward excel- 
lence in providing schoo] lib- 
raries for the youth of our 
country.”

veloping a better school lib- 
rary, you are urged to visit 
your school library this week 


or during the year at any time. 
You are also urged to study the 
Standards For School Library 
Programs. You may borrow a 
copy from the Elba High school 
library. It is important to use 
these Standards as an evyalus- 
tive tool for the existing lib- 
rary program and as a guide 
in improving the existing pro- 
gram,

Faculty work-load, 15 semes- 
ter hours, the university pub- 
lication said. And the man be- 
hind the tax dollar thought-he 
saw the picture clearly, a kind- 
ly professor working hard with 
students in a classroom 15 
hours a week and wandering 
about shaded campus walks 
the rest of the time. 

His confusion illustrates one 
of the layman’s serious misun 
derstandings about the work 
schedule of college teachers. 
Class time is vital, but it repre- 
sents a small part of the gond 
teacher's total effort. And the 
13 or 15 hours listed as a work 
Joad in any college catalog is 
no more than a measure of 
hours spent before a class each 
week. 

A faculty member carrying a 
15 semester hour load, then, 
would be expected to teach five 
three-hour courses a semesier 
or three five-hours courses 
But the total quality of eduea- 
tion is composed of the total 
use of faculty time, and it is 
this quality which must be im- 
portant to the man behond tjie 
tax dollar. 

Hidden behind the teacher's 
classroom hours are many oth- 
er continuing hours of prep 
tion and research, in ad 
to the job of self-improvement 
which continues through a 
lifetime. Reading and correci- 
ing papers consume more time, 
particularly if this ineludes 
guidance in thesis or disserta- 
tion work. 

Counseling and guiding stu- 
dents on academic and person- 
al matters takes another por- 
tion of time, as does the inevi 


table committee work and pub 
lic service which have become 
an integral part of the profe 
sor’s job.

1,882 Local Peeple 
Get Security Pay 


By the end of 1960, more than 
1,882 people in Coffee county 
were receiving old-age, sui'viv- 
ors and disability insurance 
benefits. The total benefits 
paid to these people for Decem. 
ber 1960 was $87,498.00, accord- 
ing to Harry N. Scott, manager 
of the Dothan Social Security 
District office. “This is an in- 
crease in the number of people 
receiving benefits by about 7.7 
percent over the same month 
last year,” he said. 

Nationally, almost 15 million 
people were receiving about a 
billion dollars a month in old- 
age, survivors, and _ disability 
insurance benefits at the close 
of 1960. Many of these people 
were made eligible for benefits 
by the changes in the law made 
in 1960—such as the reduction 
in the amount of work requir- 
ed to qualify for benefits and 
the removal of the age 50 re- 
quirement for disability bene- 
fits. 

Payments to a retired work- 
er With no dependents receiv- 
ing benefits averaged $70.00 in 
December 1960; to a retired 
couple, both receiving beriefits, 
the average payments was $124. 
The average for an aged wid- 
ow Was about $58.00.

Deadline Is Near 
For Feed Grain 
Signup Program 


Corn and egrain sorghum 
growers have until May 22, to 
Sign up under the 1961 feed 
grain program, Lester Gunter, 
Chairman, County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Committee, said today. 

The program provides special 
payments to growers of the 
two crops who divert acreages 
this year from the production 
of corn or grain sorghum to a 
soil conserving use, Up to half 
the total payment to be earned 
on a farm may be made in ad- 
vance if the farmer requests it. 

In Coffee county, the aver- 
age county rates are $15.00 per 
acre for reducing corn acreage 
a minimum of 20 percent below 
the farm base atreage and 
$13.40 per acre for reducing 
grain sorghum acreage a like 
amount. Higher rates will ap- 
ply for reducing corn and graim 
sorghum acreage from 20 to 46 
percent below the base. Rates 
on a farm may be higher or 
lower than the county rates, 
depending on the farm's pro- 
ductivity in relation to the 
county average. 

While the program is volun- 
tary, corn and grain sorghunw 
producers will not be eligible 
for price support on any ‘of 
their 1961 feed grain crops un- 
less they cooperate in the feed 
grain program. 

The Chairman reported that 
many farmers have visited the 
County Office since the pre- 
gram was announced to obtaize 
information. Interest has been 
general throughout the area, 
and farmers usually have fit- 
ed an application at that time 
to take part in the program. 

Some farmers have indicat- 
ed an interest in the programs, 
but they have not yet followed 
through.
